Destroy rodents — Kill rats and mice with poison such as Warfarin or red 
squill. Fumigate outside burrows with calcium cyanide. Trap remaining rodents. 
Remove infestations before harvesting new crop and establish permanent protected 
Warfarin feed stations to destroy new invaders. 

Exclude birds — Grain losses and contamination are caused by English 
sparrows, pigeons, and poultry which frequently gain entry through ventilator 
openings, cracks under eaves, broken windows, and open doors. Place 1/2 -inch 
mesh hardware cloth over all windows and other openings. Keep doors closed. 

Repair floors and foundations — Keep the floors in good repair. 

Remove trash — Accumulated rubbish is a source of food and shelter for 
rodents . It harbors insects which rapidly multiply and infest new grain. Destroy 
such trash. Don’t use space beneath buildings for storage. 

Sweep out — Before spraying, thoroughly clean bin walls and floors to 
remove old grain, trash, dust, and webbing in which insects breed or upon which 
rats feed. Give the new grain a clean start l 

Apply residual insecticides — After the bin has been cleaned, apply a 
good residual spray to the walls and floors to kill insects hiding in cracks be- 
tween boards or tunnels in the wood. 

Fumigate old grain — Kill the insects in your old grain before putting 
new grain nearby and wipe out this source of infestation. 

Stare only dry grain — Store dry grain or make provisions for drying. 

Moist grain encourages heating, molding, and increases insect damage. 

Keep grain dry — Repair roofs, sidings, and leaks around doors and windows. 
Keep out surface water by drainage. Cover damp concrete floors with smooth com- 
position roofing. 
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
